RECENT MODERN SCHOOL HOUSE DESIGNS AND PLANS. 
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Superintendent William Hatch New 
Bedford, Mass., his annual report says: 


“Tt pressing problem with every growing 
community properly house its increasing 
school population. Even with the many chil- 
dren withdrawn from the schools at- 
tend private parochial schools city 
keeps apace with the demand the schools for 
suitable school houses. constant tax up- 
the resources every community, and must 
and compulsory. 

“As the problem must met and solution 
found, and one that will continue 
present itself, seems that more business- 
like way might found for dealing with 
than prevails present most places. 

“Under the plan that now prevails generally, 
school houses varying greatly relative cost 
and varying also are 
built successive city administrations with 
general plan and with little consideration for 
the future, but simply meet the immediate 
demand. Frequently building begun one 
completed another, often 
with additional cost with diminished inter- 
est. Sometimes the work remains incomplete 
for long time succeeding adminis- 
tration willing out what considers 
the mistake its predecessor. 

not know any way providing 
temporarily well for pupils portable 
school houses. Every growing city ought 
have several. can erected moder- 
ate cost, can well heated, lighted and venti- 
lated, and used relieve congestion wherever 
may exist the city. They can placed 
the school grounds the congested schools, 
and the sanitaries the regular schools used.” 


Superintendent John Burke, Lawrence, 
Mass., his annual report for the year 1901, 
writes follows upon “Unpretentious School- 

“Within the past few years Lawrence has 
erected considerable expense several large 
school buildings. the very center the city 
our magnificent high school. Crowning two 
our lovely hills are grammar school build- 
ings beautiful design architecture. 
South Lawrence boasts its artistic Emily 
Wetherbee school. Less attractive than any 
the others, but none the less desirable inter- 
ior serviceableness, the John Tarbox 
school Walnut street. not recommend 
this last building model art construc- 
tion, but recommend for its simplicity 
and its relative inexpensiveness.

Stern necessity and positive sense 
duty demand that the future school buildings 
our city, while being thoroughly hygienic, 
perfectly lighted, systematically heated and 
ventilated, the same time plain, sub- 
stantial and unpretentious, devoid unnec- 
essary ornamentation. The crying need 
schoolhouse construction today for less 
form and more substance.”

mensurate with the task, they may assume beau- 
tiful proportions and rounded out into char- 
acters, almost angelic their nature, but the 
ideals are not lofty, the workman clumsy 
and unskillful, the character which results will 
fail attaining and propér proportions. 
How important then the duty boards 
education selecting the teachers that are 
charged with the task forming the character 
our youth. sacred trust which should 
exercised with eye single the public 
good. considerations personal advantage 
personal friendship should permitted for 
moment sway public officials the selec- 
tion teachers our schools. 

The great aim education the up-building 
character, and character largely question 
environment. 

The first prime requisite the selection 
teachers should be, therefor, select those and 
those only, who, their contact with their 
pupils will imprint upon their minds reflection 
their own pure and noble dispositions. This 
far more importance than ability prop- 
impart accurate knowledge the rules 
English Grammar. 

Second only importance the make-up 
good teacher the ability properly eontrol 
and manage those placed their care. Good 
discipline absolutely essential the welfare 
school. Without teacher possesses the 
knack securing and maintaining high order 
discipline she has place the school- 
room teacher. amount education, 
amount culture, polish refinement can 
take the place good discipline schoolroom. 
single department school, which 
through lack good discipline, becomes dis- 
organized, will seriously affect the efficiency 
every other department. teacher should 
retained therefore our public schools that 
readily secure and maintain high order 
discipline. Whatever other merits they may 
possess, will valueless they have not the 
ability control. this not mean that 
the teacher must put his pupils constant fear, 
and dread corporal punishment. the con- 
trary, that which results from self poise 
and that dignity character which makes itself 
felt and respected, much more effective than 
the sway brute force. Nevertheless, there 
are departments all our graded schools 
where, human nature constituted, seems 
that the pupils should stand some awe the 
teacher. fully persuaded that, under the 


average conditions and circumstances, some 
the grades, better results will obtained 
the employment male rather than female 
teachers. refer especially teachers the 
seventh and eighth grades our ordinary high 
schools ;—while the lower departments female 
teachers will usually secure the best results. 
For similar reasons, own observation and ex- 
perience has been that fair proportion the 
assistants our high schools should male 
teachers. aware that the usual rule has 
been employ gentleman principal the 
school with corps lady assistants. The 
principals time, however, frequently 
supervising the work the grades and where 
this the case, least one assistant should 
strong discipline, who should have the 
main care and control the high school. This 
plan has been adopted our own high school 
for several years past, with marked success. 
the same time are training class 
assistants that will shortly develope into efficient 
high school principals.

will produce highly educated people and 
that this respect the nation much ad- 
his own. Mr. sends his own son 
public school Washington and 
preased with the progress that has made. 
The mental training, thinks, may 
tle superficial but the whole ex- 
cellent. What thinks really lacking 
moral training. says: 

“But let ask, does education consist 
only mental training—is that the only ob- 
ject toward which education should di- 
rected? Are these enough make boy 
girl good member society? doubt 
they are calculated make them good mem- 
bers the community. But man not 
here learn simply useful subjects. think 
that morality should cultivated. have 
seen the most learned men through lack 
moral principles reduced wrecks what 
they might have been. 

“In China, teach respect heaven and 
earth, reverence our sovereign, rulers, 
teachers and parents. This the basis edu- 
China. America you have your 
educational system everything but moral 
training. have often asked why moral 
training not taught the schools and have 
been told that left the parents. But 
the parents are too busy. 

“Moral training different from religious 
training. course, you should introduce 
religious training there would some differ- 
ence opinion, but where the harm 
teaching moral principles which can ap- 
plied the conduct lifes.” 

The question moral training broad 
one; the ablest school men the country 
have yet reached definite conclusions 
respecting it. This much, however, can 
said—no objection can found teaching 
child those principles morality upon 
which all mankind agree. 

believe that the moral education the 
child not entirely neglected the schools, 
present, but that the individual teachers 
use their efforts inculcating moral princi- 
ples, although part the general sys- 
tem.

The principal should expert the prac- 
tical management all the details school 
life. should abreast all that best 
education, careful student thorough analy- 
zer men and things and processes. 
should have clear tact and great discretion; 
should self-containéd and ready for emer- 
gencies all times. should discriminat- 


ing, honest, courageous, affable, intelligent and 
able. 

The principal should know his teachers, the 
pupils, his school its entirety. That may 
this, his time should not fully taken 
the teaching one class and disciplining 
the remainder the schools when not teaching. 
should have time meet all pupils pleas- 
ant relations well when trouble brew- 
ing. should teach portion each 
day, but encumbered with particular 
class that may not meet other classes and 
pupils except spirit censor, rob 
the school the highest and best service that 
good principal can render. 

the naming principals great care should 
exercised. not enough that school 
pursue its work without friction. There may 
present such school certain negative 
prosperity, not readily measured. school 
having weak even mediocre principal 
can not fully measure the failure reach 
proper standard, though the failure gener- 
ally apparent. may know certainty, 
however that strong principal will surely raise 
the school over which presides his own 
level and give impetus higher and ever 
progressing work.

But candor compels 
say that the very reverse this pro- 
phecy has come pass. stated our last 
issue, prices have increased every commod- 
ity, but, all things considered, the price 
school furniture has never been lower than 
today. 

Not only this true, but are pleased 
note that the changed condition the school 
furniture industry has not had tendency 
check improvements towards perfecting school 
desks, but that the other hand the manu- 
facturer even more enterprising than ever 
this direction and apparently all possible 
improvements are being promoted the full- 
est extent.

Mechanical improvements which could not 
been made under the old conditions have 
been realized under the new, for the reason 
that the facilities for carrying new ideas into 
execution are better now than ever before.

towards perfect school desk has been con- 
tinued and steady this time. School 
boards rule appreciate all laudable efforts 
this direction and stand ready recognize 
progress. Therefore, let the 
wards the complete, the perfect, the ideal, con- 
tinue. Recognition for all that meritorious 
will certainly follow.
